WHEREAS,    it   is  currently   estimated   some  23   million  American  adults 
cannot   read  or  write  beyond   a   fourth-grade   level   and   30   million   more 
cannot   read  or  write   beyond   an   eighth-grade   level;    and 

WHEREAS,    in  Montana,    nearly   70,000   citizens  age   16   and   above  have 
not  gone  beyond   the  eighth  grade;    and 

WHEREAS,    some   6,500   Montanans   either   have  no   formal   education  or 
have  completed   four  years   of  formal   education  or   less;   and 

WHEREAS,    the  competitiveness   of  the  United   States   in   the  world 
marketplace   is   dependent   upon   a   literate  work   force,    but   fewer   than  one  in 
four   new   employees  will   be  able  to  function   at   necessary   levels;    and 

WHEREAS,   as   much   as  75%  of  the   United   States   workforce  may   not  be 
able  to  compete   for  601   of  new  jobs   being   developed,    thus   stagnating 
employment  productivity  and   increasing   dependency;    and 

WHEREAS,    conquering   illiteracy   is   a   democratic   necessity   for   future 
development  and   progress   and   for  our   individual   contributions   to  the   ideals 
of  equality   in   the   state  of  Montana.

1.        PURPOSE

and  various   public  and   private  agencies,    determine  the   need   for  adult 
literacy   services   and   develop  coordinated   strategies   to   reduce  the   incidence 
of  adult  illiteracy   in  Montana.      The  Council    is   charged   to: 
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a.  gather  data   in  order  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  adult   literacy 
problem   in  Montana   and   the   population   segments   to  be  targeted; 

b.  dete,rmine   the  social,    cultural   and   economic  costs  of  illiteracy   in 
S?lonl;ana; 

c.  define  what  constitutes  adult   literacy   in  Montana,    specifically   to 
identify   a   literacy   goal   stated   in   measurable  terms; 

d.  coordinate   the  various   statewide   literacy   efforts,    in   part,    by 
developing   an   information   and    referral   network; 

e.  expand   public  awareness  of  the   need   for  and   sources   of  adult 
literacy  assistance;    and 

f.  recommend   policies  and   initiatives   to  marshal   the  state's 
resources   to  address   unserved   citizens   needing   adult   literacy 
assistance. 

The  Council   shall   present   recommendations   to  the  Governor  and   the 
Superintendent  of  Public   Instruction   by  September   1,    1989.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CLOSING

WHEREAS,  major  fires  have  recently  occurred  in  many  areas 
of  the  State  of  Montana,-  and 

WHEREAS,  unprecedented  extreme  fire  danger  exists  in 
Montana  and  that  danger  is  projected  to  significantly  increase 
today  and  over  the  next  few  days  because  of  adverse  conditions; 

WHEREAS,  A.R.M.  26.6.220  and  87-3-106,  MCA,  authorize  the 
Governor  to  close  forest  lands  and  all  other  areas  within  the 
state  to  trespass  because  of  e.xtreme  fire  danger;  and 

WHEREAS,  trespass  means  the  following  for  purposes  of  this 
order:   the  conducting  of  non-essential  activities  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  sightseeing,  picnicking,  camping,  hiking, 
fishing,  hunting,  other  recreational  activities  and 
woodcutting;

EXECUTIVE  ORDER   CREATiriC   THE   GOVERNOR'S   COMMITTEE  ON 

EMPLOYMENT   OF   PEOPLE  WITH    DISABILITIES   ADVISORY   COUNCIL 

(FORMERLY    REFERRED   TO   AS   THE   EMPLOYMENT   OF  THE 

HANDICAPPED   ADVISORY   COUNCIL) 


WHEREAS,   effective  and   efficient   use  of  human   resources   is  of  deep 
concern   to  all  citizens  of  the  State  of  Montana;    and 

WHEREAS,  employment  of  Montana's  disabled  citizens  promotes  their 
economic   independence;    and 

WHEREAS,  the  employment  needs  of  Montana's  disabled  citizens  are 
diverse  and  require  active  involvement  of  the  public  and  private  sector; 
and 

WHEREAS,    it  is   necessary   that  employment  programs   involving   the 
disabled   be  coordinated  as   the   state   level;    and 

V/HEREAS,    it  is   important  to  have  a  concerned  and  cohesive  group  of 
persons  to  apprise  the  state  on  a   frequent  and   continuing   basis  concerning 
the  special   employment  needs  of  the  disabled   people  of  Montana. 

NOW,   THEREFORE,    I,    TED   SCHWINDEN,    Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,    by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested   in   me  under  the  Constitution 
and   laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,    hereby  create  the  Governor's   Committee 
on   Employment  of  People  with   Disabilities  Advisory   Council. 
1.  PURPOSE 

The   Council   shall: 

a.  Advise  the  Governor's  Office  on   issues   which   affect  the 
employment  of  people  with   disabilities. 

b.  Promote  the  development  of  maximum  employment  opportunities 
for  disabled  Montanans  with   particular  emphasis  on  employment 
by  state  government  agencies. 
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II. 


c.  Identify   specific   problems   affecting   employment  of  people  with 
disabilities   and   target  these   problems   for  action. 

d.  Provide  a   forum   for   the  exchange  of  information   on   issues 
affecting   the  employment  of  people  with   disabilities. 

e.  Promote  economic   independence  of  disabled  Montanans   by 
undertaking   activities  designed   to  increase  employer  acceptance 
and   employment  of  people  with   disabilities. 

f.  Formally   recognize  individuals,   employers  and   organizations   for 
significant  contributions   related   to  employment  of  people  with 
disabilities. 

g.  Encourage  cooperative  working   relationships   between 
organizations/agencies/departments  which   provide   services  to 
people  with  disabilities. 

h.        Support  cooperative  affiliations  with   the   President's   Committee  on 
Employment  of  People  with   Disabilities  and   with   other   states' 
governor's  committees  on  employment  of  people  with   disabilities. 

i.         Support  cooperative  affiliations  with   local   committees  and 

organizations  which   share  the   Council's  objectives   concerning 

employment  of  people  with   disabilities. 

COMPOSITION 


There  shall   be  fourteen   voting   members  appointed   to  the  Council 
based  on   the   following   structure: 

Four  members   representing   disabled  advocacy   and  advisory   organi- 
zations. 

Four  members   representing   private  sector   employers. 

Four  members   at   large. 

Two  members   representing   public   sector  employers   including   one 
Department  Director. 

There  shall   be  three   non-voting   ex-officio  members  appointed   to  the 
council   representing   the  Department  of  Labor  and   Industry,   the 
Department  of  Social   and   Rehabilitation   Services  and  the  Office  of  Public 
Instruction.

All   Council   members   shall   serve  a  term  of  two  years  concurrent  v;ith 
the  period   covered   by   this   Executive  Order. 

All    Council   members   shall   serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor. 

III.  MEETINGS. 

The   Council   shall   meet  quarterly   to  assure  that  appropriate  attention 
is  given  to  the  employment   needs  of  disabled  Montanans. 

A   majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council   shall   constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

IV.  COMPENSATION. 

Members  of  the  Council   who  are  state  employees  will   serve  without 
compensation. 

At  the  discretion   of  the   Director  of  the   Department  of  Administration, 
the  members   from  the   private   sector   may   be   paid   not  more  than   $25   for 
each   day  engaged   in   Council   duties   and   may  be   paid   normal   state-rate 
expenses   incurred   in  attending   meetings  or   in  attending   functions 
approved   by   the  Council. 

The   Rehabilitative  Services  Advisory   Council,   the  Visual   Services 
Advisory   Council,   and   the  Developmental   Disabilities   Planning  and  Advisory 
Council  are  each   responsible  for  the   normal   expenses   incurred   by  any  of 
their  members  appointed   to  this   Council. 

V.  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Department  of  Administration   shall   provide  administrative  support 
necessary   to   permit  the  CoLincil   to  function   in   the  most  effective  manner 
possible.    An   Executive  Director   for  the  Council   shall   be  provided   by   the 
Department  of  Administration.      The  current  Executive  Director   is:

EXECUTIVE  ORDER   CONTINUING   THE 
CAPITAL  FINANCE  ADVISORY   COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,   the  Governor   is  authorized   pursuant  to  Section 
2-15-122,   MCA,    to  create  an   Advisory   Council;    and 

WHEREAS,   the  Montana   State   Legislature  has   authorized   state 
agencies   to   incur   indebtedness   through   tlie   issuance  of  notes,    bonds, 
and  certificates  to  the  public  to   support  a  wide  variety   of  activities 
in   furtherance  of  various   public   purposes;    and 

WHEREAS,   a  coordinated  approach   to  scheduling   the   issuance  of 
obligations   is  expected   to  enhance  marketing   of  such  obligations   by 
the  State  of  Montana;    and 

WHEREAS,    it  is   necessary   to  present  a  coordinated   strategy   to 
finance  Montana's  capital    investment  to  the   rating   agencies   to  enhance 
the  credit   ratings  of  obligations   issued   by  the   state  and   its 
agencies;    and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  desirable  to  communicate  to  investors, 
underwriters,   and   credit  analysts   the   state's  debt  management  policies 
and   financial   plans   so  that   these  market  participants   understand   the 
state's   management  and  control   of  debt   issuance  practices;    and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  create  a  council  whose  purpose  is  to 
review,  analyze,  coordinate,  and  harmonize  the  borrowing  patterns  of 
the  state. 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    I,   TED   SCHWINDEN,    Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,    by  virtue  of  the  authority   vested   in   me  in  accordance  with 
Section   2-15-122,   MCA,    do  hereby   continLie   the   Capital    Finance  Advisory 
Council. 
1.        Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  Order,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing  meanings: 

1.        "Council"   shall   mean   the  Capital    Finance  Advisory   Council. 
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2.  "Issuer"   shall   mean   any   state  agency   which   issues  obliga- 
tions authorized   by   state   law. 

3.  "Agency"   shall  mean  any   state  agency   under  the  authority  of 
the  Governor  as  enumerated   in   Title  2,    Chapter   15,    MCA. 

1.        "Obligations"    shall   mean   notes,    bonds,   or  certificates 

issued   or  to  be  issued   by  any   state  agency  to  finance  or 
fund  one  or   more  activity,    program,   or   project,    including 
obligations   issued   in  anticipation   of  taxes,    income,   or 
revenues   derived   from  any   source  or   to  redeem  or   refinance 
outstanding  obligations.

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The  Council   shall   be  chaired   by   the  Director  of  the   Department  of 
Administration   and   shall   be  attached   to  the  department  for  administrative  purposes. 
Employees  of  the   Department  of  Administration   shall   serve  as   staff  to  the  Council   as 
directed   by   the  chairperson. 

III.  Duties  of  the  Advisory  Council. 
The   Council   shall: 

1.  Provide  continued   oversite  of  state  obligations,   and   review 
the   form  of  obligations   to  ensure  consistency  with   authoriz- 
ing   legislation  and   state   financial   policies. 

2.  Prepare  a   state  debt  management  plan   and    review,   analyze, 
and   monitor   the  trends   in   state  obligations   to  provide 
information   to  issuers   to  make  informed   decisions  about 
financing   methods  and   the   structuring   and   timing   of  obliga- 
tions. 

3.  Compile  and   continually   update  a   statewide  master   debt 
issuance  schedule  from   agency   financing   plans  to   facilitate 
coordination   of  debt   issues. 

4.  Furnish,   advise,   gather   information,   and   make 
recommendations   to  the  Governor  as   it  deems   appropriate. 

5.  Notify  the  members  of  the   Board   of  Examiners  of  all 
meetings,    invite   Board   participants,   and   keep  the   Board 
informed   about  Council   activities. 

6.  The   Department  of  Administration   shall   consult  with   the 
Council    in   employing   and   establishing   the  duties   of  a 
statewide  financial   advisor. 

7.  The   Council   shall   not  supercede  the  activities   or  authority 
of  independent  agencies,    but   shall   serve  as  a  coordinating 
council   to  provide  a   formal    linkage  of  information   among   and 
between   state  obligation   issuers   thereby   serving   as  an 
effective  mechanism   to  promote  fiscal   management. 

IV.  Duties  of  State  Agencies. 

1  .        To  assist  the  Council    in   preparation  of  a  master  obligation 
schedule,   each   issuer   shall   submit,   as   requested,    a 
financing    plan   identifying   the  amounts   to  be  borrowed,    the 
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V. 


approximate  time  of  debt   issuance,   description   of  the 
projects  or   programs   to  be  financed,   an  explanation   of  the 
security   structure   supporting   the   proposed   obligation   and 
provide  an  explanation   of  the   purpose  of  the   financing, 
along   with   the   key   features   to  the  extent   known. 

2.        All   agencies   shall   cooperate  with   and    provide   such 
assistance  as  the  Council  may  request. 

Compensation. 


Members  will   be  compensated   as   provided   in   Section   2-15-122(5), 
MCA.      Each   board,    authority,   corporation,   or   agency   is    responsible   for 
the  expenses   incurred   by  its   representative  on   the  council.      The 
Department  of  Administration   is   responsible  for   the  expenses   incurred 
by   legislative   representatives. 
VI .     Duration. 

This  advisory  council  shall  remain  in  existence  for  a  period  of 
two  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  order  unless  extended  by 
executive  order.      This   Order   is   effective  January   23,    1988.
